Ski Mountaineers Chet Errett, Howard Kos- 
ter, and Bob Schenck crossed the Sierra 
from Silver Lake to Badger Pass on a 60

Errett memoirs of the expedition follow: 

"March 13 (led. ):-- Left Silver Lake on 
the June Lake loop at 3 p.m. and arrived 
at the Gem Lake control station at 5:30 | 
pem-, having gained more than 1800! in less 
than two miles. Stayed that night in the 
crow'senest, a shelter hut, through the 
courtesy of Mr. Raymond Francisco in charge 
‘of the. station. 

"March 14. (Thurs. ):-- Skied across Gem 
Lake and headed up Rush Creek toward Dono- 
hue Pass, Crossed the pass and camped at 
about 11,000! that night, the weather be- 
coming dl oudy: 

Up From the Down , 

"March 15 (Fri. ):-- Wind blowing hard at 
4 a.m, Sleeping bags felt too good, caus- 
ing a late start. Climbed up Lyell Gla- 
cier, covered with hard-packed snow, powder 
snow on top. Reached crest between Lyell 
and Maclure at noon, but found 400-foot 
sheer rock wall down to N. fork of Lyell 
Creek. Had to contour around N. side of 
Lyell ‘to crest between Mt. Lyell and 
Rodgers Peak, Left packs here at about 
12,700" and attempted to climb Mt. Lycll. 

“After climbing about 150' we had to give 
up, due to lack of time. Ice, snow and 
wind. made further climbing too slow. We 
were having to rely on hand-holds, it being 
impossible to get good footing with ski 
boots. Taking our packs, we climbed down a 
small, steep couloir that reached the 
crest, having: to kick stops into the steep, 2 
crusted slope and carry our skis down about
